KOROTKOV WAS ONE Of THE TWO OFFICERS IN THE MOSCOW KGB HEADQUARTERS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR HANDLING THE WORK OF THE SOVIET 'APPARAT » • IN GERMANY 
CONCERNED WITH CASES OF SOVIET AGENTS IN WEST GERMAN INTELLIGENCE 
ORGANIZATIONS. HIS RANK WAS PROBABLY THAT OF CAPTAIN. HE WAS A 
MEMBER OF THE COUNTERINTELLIGENCE DEPARTMENT OF THE KGB FIRST CHIEF 
DIRECTORATE /FOREIGN DIRECTORATE/. IN EXPLAINING THE JURISDICTION 
OF THE Cl DEPARTMENT'S SECTION TARGETED AGAINST WEST GERMANY, AELADlE
